Bi has been impossible not to look 

forward 10 the forthcoming presi- 
dential election in the USA without a 
good deal of trepidation, 

{he obvious disposition of Mr. 
Dulles to make heavy concessions to 
the chauvinistic wing of the Repub- 
licun Party and a weakness among 
some Democrats to be tempted into 
competition in this field) has threat- 
ened that the presidential election 
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might become a step in the world's 
journey towards catastrophic war. 

‘The two statements that have just 
heen made in recent addresses on 
their outlooks in international aflairs 
by President Eisenhower and Mr. 
Adlai Stevenson are an indication of 
the reality of the change that has 
taken place in world public opinion. 

Liven such irresponsibles in high 
places as Vice-President Nixon and 
Senator Knowland will have ta take 
that into account, 

in President Eisenhower's address 
there was a good deal of evidence of 
a need he felt to be somewhat tender 
to his Foreign Secretary, Mr. Dulles, 
who has been such an obvious em- 
harrassment. 

The address, however, was a great 
deal tnore moderate in temper than 
might have been expected a few 
months ago. 

The address of Mr. Stevenson, on 
the other hand, contained a good deal 
that was positive and promising. 

He advocated, for instance, that 
economic aid given to needy nations 
should be taken out of “the arena 
of the cold war” and he suggested 
that this could best be done by 
arranging that it should — be 
administered and distributed through 
the United Nations, which would 
have the advantage of bringing 
Russia into international co-operation 
in this field, 

He also advocated that the US 
should abandon its programme of HI- 
bomb tests. He unfortunately quali- 
fied this by the proviso that the deci- 
sion would have to be reconsidered if 
other navions persisted in further tests, 

Nothing is ever final in this world, 
and every policy entered upon ts sub- 
ject to reconsideration, but the right 
way to stop the tests (as will be the 
right way to renounce the manufac- 
thre of nuclear weapons when one of 
the powers develops the sense and 
courage to take this step) is to an- 
nounce it without regard to what 
ather powers are doing, but in the 
hope, of course, that it will lead to 
emulation,

Novels of Africa 


in conflict

PUERE are two novels about Africa which 

# sharply contrast the possible ways of 
approaching the subject of Black and White 
in conflict. ‘They ace both worth reading, the 
one as ou political pamphlet in the guise of 
fiction, the offer as a uevel, 

Mr, Davidson tells the story of a mythical 
African protectorate where the settlers remain 
indifferent to the “rising political conscious- 
ness”’ of the Africans until it is canalised 
through the efforts of a small group of 
“agitators” into a National Congress which 
is then promptly banned by the Governor 
under panic-stricken pressure from the Whites. 

‘the central characters are Capt. Stanton, 
keeper of the largest hotel in the district, his 
daughter (whose mother was an African) who 
returns from Europe on the same boat as 
Fidelis Musombe, coming back to help his 
people organise theniselves to win their 
freedom. 

They are in love and Stanton is caught 
between the Settlers and his daughter’s allegi- 
ance to the Black man’s cause. 

Mr. Jacobson relates the events that occur 
when two young hitch-hiking university 
students crossing the Karroo find themselves 
ona lonely farm and become involved in the 
tangle of hate, fear and violence in which 
Fletcher, the farmer, his wife, her brother 
and an African, Joseph, are. caught. 

A MATTER OF PERSPECTIVE 


It would not be fair to reveal the plot of 
this novel. Suflice it to say that its action is 
contined within 24 hours and that its climax is 
not only unexpected but presents a challenge 
to the Uberal conscience. 

fe Rarips is a clever, competent and 
smoothly written exposition of a left-wing 
“fine” about Africa, Its characters are 
observed through the distorting lens of politics 
and its truths are the half-truths of ithe class 
war applied to Africa. 

A Dancr IN THE SUN is a piece of literature, 
{ts aims are beyond politics (or rather, a-poli- 
tical), for Mr. Jacobson is concerned not with 
a truth about socicty but with a truth about 
people in society. 

Which makes his book both more interesting 
and more unsettling than Mr. Davidson’s pre- 
cisely because, so far from knowing the 
answer beforehand, one finds one’s precon- 
ceptions shaken at the end, 

\{ it is unsatisfactory (and it is in some 
ways), it is because its problems are, one feels, 
the author's own and not merely those of his 
characters and, therefore, he can give no 
answers but merely pose, in human terms, the 
tragedy and degradation of a race society. 

Perhaps the difference between these two 
books lies in this crucial fact: Mr. Davidson 
is a White man who has been in Africa; Mr. 
Jacobson is a white African.

Farm communities sprouted like mushrooms 
manured by all the good intentions in the 
movement. Hut most of them were in- 
adequately rooted and wilted under overheating 
rays of idealism, or produced only the sour 
fruits of cynicism. 

Helen and Scott Nearing were deeper rooted 
and in these two books they have described a 
wonderful achieveinent in constructive living. 

They started with no illusions about the 
glamour of growing the good foud necessary to 
the good life, and all who joined them dug 
into the hard labour with the same determina- 
tion as their leaders. 

Through the early years of laborious build- 


ing of soil and homestead they arrived at the 
good life with ample feisure for mental 
occupations varied with a reasonable propor- 
tion of invigorating physical labour. 

Financial success came too and enabled them 
eventually to tour America and Europe talking 
to fellow pacifists and vegetarians about the 
vilal matters in the good life. 

Some of the most memorable moments in 
my life were during the discussions my wile 
and I had with Helen and Scott in our own 
heme when they visited Europe. 

Now the Nearing home routine is an envi- 
able model of balanced activity, good whole- 
food, and the vigorous health which no one 
meeting these lwo pioneers can fail to feel. 

Six months of work, writing and cultivating 
their land, earns them enough to enjoy six 
months of travel and lecturing each year. 

Both these books need to be read to learn 
the exciting secrets of this utopian existence. 
It is a model for the world, of non-violent 
living.

fives are cast in the mould of penury, and to 
blind the inward eye to the dangers of plenty 
and unrestrained economic and industrial 
eXpANSION, 

ftis highly important, therefore, thar develop- 
ment in all these countries should be deliberate 
nnd responsible, and that Western assistance 
should be maderated by an understanding of 
concepts of civilisation other than our Western 
concepls, of qualitative rather than quantitative 
values, 


Values destroyed 


This is a field in which pacifists could and 
ought fo play an important part, 

Already Western industrintism is being 
established in several paris of Africa. In con- 
sequence Alfvicans are being up-rooted from 
villages in which their lives had meaning and 
the protection of traditional restraints and 
values, and planted down in settlements where, 
in the absence of these restraints, many cily 
vices become easy, especially when compara- 
tively high wages are attended by a limited 
knowledge of values and possibilities, 

Hence degeneration sets iu before the 
vilues of a wider field of iuterest and activity 
have been discovered, 

There are, of course, many agencies in 
Africa which are trying to cope with this 
problem, but they are unable to meet the 
challenge of revolutionary changes which took 
over a century to evolve in the West, and 
which even now are there resulting in a 
devouring materialism, 

There are even small groups of Africans who 
would like lo see experiments on the fines of 
Gandhi’s Village Republics with small-scale 
industrial techniques, 

Such experiments are multiplying in India, 
and to them the tndian Government is giving 
increased attention and ald, since it is now 
clearly recognised that the enormous amount 
of capilal and time it will take to employ and 
raise the living standards of India’s vast 
Agrarian populaben by means of Western in- 
dustrialism, calls for such an alternative as 
Gandhi’s Constructive Programme, 

In a sense, that is fortunate, since most 
Western nations are in financial difficulties, 
Only the OSA is in a position to give or Joan 
much money to the under-developed countries.

In 1952 the United Nations decided to set 
up aw Speemt UN bund for the Economic 
Development of the Under-developed Countries 
(SUNFED).

smallish Joans at low rates of interest. A Fund 
of £80m. was degided upon, but so far gifts 
have been neither numerous nor generous, the 
US contribution being much the largest. 

Two facts follow from this situation, First, 
that itthe help will be forthcoming except as 
the result of a lowering of living standards, of 
which, however, in view of the feverish 
demands for higher wages and salaries from 
every quarter in every country, there is scant 
prospect. 

There is plenty of scope for small-scale aid 
to the villages, of small tools, well pumps, 
spinning wheels and handlooms, ete. but can 
we rely on Governments or Big Business to 
organise such aid ? 

Second, afl the indications are that technical 
and financial aid to the under-developed 
countrics will in future come mainly from 
private sources such as industrial and financial 
groups or consortiums, backed by certain banks 
and atso by the governments of the various 
competing countries, 

Experience has shown that the gift of techni- 
cal aul is an elfective means of securing 
business. Hence there is some competition in 
olfering it, which promises to be all the keener 
by reason of the fact that Russia has entered 


it. 
What future? 


Both Britain and Russia have recently 
secured huge contracts for steel producing 
plants and other allied products, in India, and 
iis interesting fo note that Russia is offering 
more generous credit terms than her Western 
compeltlors, 

Chis policy indicates that SUNFED will be 
left to deal with minor development schemes 
only. 

In the meantime we might do worse than 
consider what the future holds in store 
should the Kast and Africa develop the 
devouring propensities now raging in’ the 
West, und whether It is net important that 
fndia and Africa, say, be given every help 
and encouragement to develop a civilisation 
of high-quility on Gandhi lnes, rather 
than one of maximum consumption of goods 
and services,

JN totalitarian countries the scales seem 

so heavily weighted against any kind 
of articulate protest that the news of the 
rising in East Berlin on June 16 and 17 
two and a half years ago came as a start- 
ling surprise to most observers of the 
West. 


Stefan Brant has now supplied an account of 
the uprising and prefaced it with some account 
of the events and trends which preceded it. 

The subjection of Rasterr Germany to Com- 
munist rule followed the pattern which has 
been seen in other satellite countries, 

Once the Russian army had occupied the 
country the Communist alliance with Social 
Democrats and peasants’ leaders began, leading 
to the destruction of these allies, 


Alongside this political process went the 
ahsorption of the cconomy into the Stale 
machine. 

Whiere the process diflered in Germany from 
the countries of Central Eurape was in the 
response of the people.
